den unexplained weight loss, 
lack of sleep, drug abuse, 
drinking ... any-new thing that 
suggests the person is under 
a lot more pressure than 
previously. 

Unfortunately, Morgenstern 
said, these signals were not 
apparent in Byrd's case, al- 
though he was obviously 
disturbed. 

He said he did not believe 
Byrd’s action was connected 
with social outrage, but that it 
was Strictly a domestic 
problem. 

What about the four-year— 
old boy who, though spared, 
had the misfortune of wit- 
nessing the tragic-events? 

At four, Morgenstern said, 
he has a much better chance 
of not being scarred than if 
he. were a_ittleolder—or— 
younger. 

“With adequate support,” 
he -said, “‘he has a good 
ehance. But it will be difficult. 
He has the advantage of not 
being sure what life and 
death are about.”

Jackson told newsmen that 
letters have been sent to 
black colleges and universit- 
jes throughout’ the country 
encouraging enrollees to 
consider law enforcement as 
a Career and inviting them to 
come to Columbus. 

His team plans to visit 10° 
colleges and universities in 
Ohio during the month of 
May in efforts to encourage

Lazy, Luxury, We Can’t Afford 


Through the years the record 
shows. that—the— majority -of- -Amer- 
icans fail to show up at the polls in 
primary and special elections. In 
this--regard- the “record —-of-Biack 
voters is thé worst, though in Cleve- 
tand-of-late;-this record has been 
much improved. 

An_important election is coming 
up next Tuesday (May 8), and it 
behooves voters in the Black 
community of Cleveland to make 
special efforts to get to the polls. In 


“all there will ‘be seven state-wide 


issues on the ballot, and one very 
critical Cleveland issue, 9, that 
must be voted upon 

Issue 9—in the form of city charter 
amendment. is the one that holds 
the most peril for the growing polit- 
icat-power ot Cleveland- Negroes. 
Section 25, would divide the City of 
Cleveland into fifteen wards, while 
at the same time cutting the size of 
City Council from 33 members to 
only 15, 

-_-As~presently constituted Cleve- 
land's population of some 750,000, 
when represented by 33 council- 
men, has an average of 23,000 
citizens depending upon one 
councilman to register their 
concerns and act for them onJegis- 
lation affecting their lives. If the 
number of councilmen is reduced 
to 15, the formula of representation 
would charge from 23,000 to 50,000 
citizens per councilman. 

Now anybody who knows any- 
thing about the difficulty of getting 
through to members of today's 33— 
member council, can anticipate 


what will happen when one council- 
-man._is_responsible.to 50,000 peo- 
ple. 

But even more. important than 


—that is the fact that tssue No. 9 has

Officials of the Columbus Public 
Schoo! System bared their true 
racist colors last week-when-they 
failed to come up with a voluntary 
school integration plan to qualify 
for a share of $5.9 million in Federal 


funds available to local school 
districts in Ohio 
To qualify for the funds, the 


school system would have had to 
submit its integration plan for funds 
under the Emergency School Aid 
Act to the Dept. of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) on or 
before May 2. 

William Staats; special assistant 
to the superintendent maintained 
that constant changes in the 
guidelines for the funds.had made 
it difficult to prepare an acceptable 
proposal 

Staats, in presenting the plan to 
the Board of Education last 
Tuesday, put emphasis on the 
changing interpretations of 
guidelines without pointing out the 
fact that Columbus would have 
been disqualified anyway had it 
presented an ineffective 
desegregation plan. 

After listening to Staats rhetoric 
and feeble excuses, Dr. Watson H. 
Walker, veteran black member of 
the board, put the situation in the

proper perspective when he poin- 
ted out that the Board made it im- 
- possible. for the-administration-to 
write a program that is acceptable 
to both HEW and the School Board 
months ago. 

“The Board,” said Walker, “is not 
willing to desegregate, so there is 
no use in applying for funds which 
require that schools be 
desegregated.” 

Walker said officials were ham- 
strung when the Federal Govern- 
ment offered money to desegregate” 
because most board members were 
saying they did not want to 
desegregate. 

As Walker so bluntly pointed out, 
it has been obvious for sometime 
that with three black members on 
one side and the four whites on the 
other, an acceptable plan would 
never be developed.

with us and cutbacks in spending won't___ 
solve the problems, A properly con- . 


structed program of priority spending, 
fiscal discipline and an effective 
monitoring system is the only answer.

Legal ‘Services ‘At .A 


The argument made against a, 
number of Federal social service 
programs -- that they do not work - 
cannot be raised against the Legal 
Services Program by even its most 
vocal critic. If anything, Legal Services 
has worked too well and in so doing, 
has incurred the enmity of powerful 
forces that would like to See it either 
killed’ or made weak and ineffective. 

Should such efforts succeed, and 
they ere already underway, 
it will be an unmitigated disaster for 
millions “of poor people and for the 
concept that equality before the law is 
the right of every man. 

It was this concept that led to the 
establishment of the Legal Services 
Program within the Oftice of Economic 
Opportunity in 1965. Without adequate 
legal counsel, the poor often find them- 
Selves trapped in a bewildering array of 
problems they simplycannot cope with. 
Unscrupulous landlords take advantage 
of them. insensitive government 
agencies violate their rights with 
impunily, and dishonest merchants rob 
them of hard-earned dollars, 

)Through Legal Services, the scales of 
justice have been brought a little more 
into balance. Full-time lawyers staft 
some. 900 offices in poverty areas 
ctoss the country providing competent 
and committed counsel to millions of 
clients. . ! 

Most of the caseg involve domestic 
matters, consumer and job problems, 
and juvenile offenses, and arouse little 


——tontroversy~ However,tte” Legal Ser- 


vices lawyers have all challenged 
existing laws and governmental ac- 
tions, 

In Mississippi, as an example, com- 
munities have been ordered to provide 
the same facilities for black neighbor- 
“hoods as for white.

Black Family Life Status? 


- Is the black family falling apart? This 
is the most common and prevailing 
view among most white social scien- 
tists in America today. on 
Moynihan, chief presidential advis@& on 
social programs, is the main propagator 
of this belief. : 
«However, Andrew Billingsley, a black 
sociologist, dispels this belief, parti- 
cularly in his book, “Black Families in 
White America."’ Moynihan makes 
many. assumptions about the black 
family “falling apart’ based upon a 
typical white Anglo-Saxon “value 
system" or criterion, while Billingsley 
sets forth an entirely different criterion 
for assessing the status of black 
families in America. 

Moynihan looks at black family life 
with the same measures used to 
evaluate white families.. If.there—hap- 
Pens to be either parent (father or 
mother) absent from a family grouping, 
he rejects any notion of a stable family 
life, Billingsley says that there are 
-vatious.types.of family groups.in.black. 
life, primarity necéssitated by the need 
to survive in a racist society. 

Blacks, according to Billingsley, have 
had to devise different family structures 
than whites, because of racism and op- 
pression. Black families, therefore, 
show a variety of structures. But just

Despite. the proven record of Legal 
Services, it apparently has very few 
triends at OEOx~ which still - retains 
control of the program, Programs. are 
being hampered by unreasonable 
restrictions dictated from Washington, 
funds for various local offices are being 
delayed for no apparent reason, and 
morale among the poverty lawyers has 
declined to an all-time low. 

As disturbing and as unfair as these 
actions are, they Would not appear to 
be capable of producing more than a 
short-range effect, if there were any 
clear indications of the future of Legal 
Services after OEO goes out of 
business on June 30th. 

At this point, the future is cloudy. The 
Administration is on record as favoring 
the creation of.an independent Legal 
Services Corporation, but the legisla- 
tion has not been introduced at this 
session. The possibility has also been 
—raised-that when ‘such legislation’ is 
introduced, it may call for Legal 
Services to be funded through revenue 
sharing on a state-by-state basis. Such 
an action, | believe, would subject 
Legal Services to political contral and 
would not be in the best interests of the 
poor.

because these.structures go beyond 
the usual criterion of white family struc- 
dures, it does not mean the black family 
is “falling apart.". The common criterion 
used to assess or judge family life is the 
presence of a father and mother and 
their-offsprings. 


Many black families include more 
than . one-generation groupings. Very 
often grandparents, cousins, aunts, un- 
cles and non-relatives constitute a 
family system or structure, functioning 
as effectively as any other family 
system. Racism and oppression have 
militated against the building of a 
family structure that is the same as 
most white families in America-hence, 
blacks were forced to create other 
forms of family life. 


So much of what white social scien- 
tists write and study about black life in 
America is negative and always point to 
the so-called pathologies .of black 
people. They “use everysuphenism 
known to describe the conditions of 
black people: ‘‘disadvantaged,"’ 
“Deprived,” “falling apart.” Some well 
known black social scientists and 
leaders fall into the same psuedo- 
scientific trap of stressing or em- 
Phasizing the “sickness” of the black 
life. Others, including so-called radicals

The proposal has 
been in the making for a long time, but 
it Is only recently that the anti forces, 
the moralists and others wanting 
publicity are trying to regiment votes 
against the proposal 

The moralists. don't have a good 
argument for they have been fumbling 
around with their codes for 200 years 
and have made no progress for the bet- 


,terment of humanity. They have kept 


people from doing things under first 
one pretext and another, but they have 
been at prohibitions 2000 years with 
tomes of lawbooks filled with don'ts 
and yet people do. 

Yes, they have used all_kinds—of 
pretexts to prohibit this that, and now 
they face the lottery, Their main 
argument at present lies in lowering the 
estimated income from the lottery 
(which has been predicted to be in the 
neighborhood of $100 million) to $40 
million or so. If that lottery brings in 
only $40 million a year, isn’t that grand? 
It will alleviate taxpayers that much to 
take out of their pockets to support the 
state. - 

The other great fear of the anti lottery 
gang is that'the opening of lottery will . 
bring in the numbers game very 
strongly. How do they know? They 
should enlighten the public as to how 
the numbers game will make a big 
Splash return to full operation just be- 
cause the state has a lottery. 

The ballot.on lottery that faces the 
public on election day merely says that 
the. state..shall- be. empowered to 
operate a lottery. It does not say, “and 
legalize numbers,"' now does it? To ac- 
cord the numbers game as getting 
Strength through the existence of a 
State tdottery — where is their reasoning? 

They say that’other states are not 


shaving-success_with..the lottery: but. “f 


they are making the wrong ap-— 

proach or are using the wrong techni- 
ques. If lotteries don’t work, how is it 
that they still sell many tickets for the 
Irish Sweepstakes and the hospitals 
that have been kept going by the 
Sweepstakes still flourish?
